New research being released 
Wednesday shows steadily increas- 
ing recognition of unmarried cou- 
ples — gay and straight — as fami- 
lies. But there’s a solid core resisting 
this trend who are more willing 
to include pets in their definition 
than same-sex partners. 

Beyond the debate over same- 
sex marriage, how family is defined 
affects income tax filings, adop- 
tion, foster care, employee bene- 
fits and inheritance.

Pentagon Starts to Bargain Hunt 



Defense Dept, looks 
to control spending 
after years of war 

Washington 

The Defense Department has 
unveiled a surprising new plan to 
start reining in its supersized bud- 
get: After nine years of unbridled 
war spending, the military will 
finally start bargain hunting. 

Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
told reporters at a Pentagon news 
conference Tuesday that the mili- 
tary will begin factoring in afford- 
ability before committing to a pur- 
chase. Any contracts exceeding 
$1 billion will be scrutinized in 
particular for ways to keep costs 
down. And when looking to spend 
money, the military will try to 
do more comparison shopping. 
Gates said. 

The initiatives are part of 
Gates’ goal to find $100 billion in 
budget fat in the next five years, 
money that he says is needed to 
care for U.S. troops and modern- 
ize weapons. 

Such steps may seem like com- 


mon sense in most American 
households, now trying to sur- 
vive the worst economic down- 
turn since the Great Depression. 
But the Defense Department has 
mostly escaped any belt-tightening 
in the past decade, as it commit- 
ted tens of thousands of troops to 
Iraq and Afghanistan. Lawmak- 
ers in Congress, meanwhile, were 


eager to support the troops. 

The Pentagon now spends 
roughly $700 billion a year, which 
includes the cost of both wars. Of 
that amount, about $200 billion is 
spent on goods such as new weap- 
ons and fuel, and $200 billion goes 
toward services such as weapons 
maintenance and computer net- 
working. 


Feeding Frenzy 

Defense officials and budget 
hawks say the heightened spending 
in recentyears prompted a feeding 
frenzy within the defense industry. 
Meanwhile, there was minimal over- 
sight from the Pentagon, which was 
more focused on equipping troops 
on the battlefield than on compar- 
ing costs. And in order to ensure that 
key programs don’t suffer — health 
benefits for troops, for example — 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
says the military will have to find 
ways to do business smarter, (ap) 


Gates, who is expected to retire 
sometime next year, has already 
announced a plan to disband an 
entire headquarters in Norfolk, Va., 
known as the U.S. Joint Forces Com- 
mand. He also wants to cut the gen- 
eral officer corps, which he says has 
grown too large and expensive. 

His proposal announced Tues- 
day takes direct aim at the defense 
industry and the approximate 
$400 billion a year it earns in 
contracts for goods and services.

More U.S. Women 
Earn Ph.D.sThan Men 


Doctoral degrees 
were academia’s 
final gender divide 

Washington 

For the first time, more women 
than men in the United States 
received doctoral degrees last 
year, the culmination of decades 
of change in the status of women 
at colleges nationwide. 

The number of women at every 
level of academia has been rising 
for decades. Women now hold a 
nearly 3-to-2 majority in under- 
graduate and graduate education. 
Doctoral study was the last hold- 
out — the only remaining area of 
higher education that still had an 
enduring male majority. 

Of the doctoral degrees award- 
ed in the 2008-09 academic year, 
28,962 went to women and 28,469 
to men, according to an annual 
enrollment report from the Coun- 
cil of Graduate Schools.

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A Sweeter Name for Corn Syrup? 


New York 

The makers of high-fructose corn 
syrup want to sweeten its image 
with a new name: corn sugar. 

The Corn Refiners Association 
applied Tuesday to the federal gov- 
ernment for permission to use the 
name on food labels. The group 
hopes a new name will ease con- 
fusion about the sweetener, which 
is used in soft drinks, bread, cere- 
al and other products. 

Americans’ consumption of 
corn syrup has fallen to a 20-year 
low on consumer concerns that it 
is more harmful or more likely to 
cause obesity than ordinary sugar, 
perceptions for which there is lit- 
tle scientific evidence. 



The Corn Refiners Association wants to 
change the public’s view of corn syrup. 


However, some scientists have 
linked consumption of full-calorie 
soda — the vast majority of which 
is sweetened with high -fructose 
corn syrup — to obesity. 

The Food and Drug Admin- 
istration could take two years to 
decide on the name. 


Sugar and high-fructose corn 
syrup are nutritionally the same, 
and there’s no evidence that the 
sweetener is any worse for the body 
than sugar, said Michael Jacobson, 
executive director of the Center for 
Science in the Public Interest. 

Still, Americans increasingly are 
blaming high-fructose corn syrup 
and avoiding it. First lady Michelle 
Obama has said she does not want 
her daughters eating it. 

“They’re not saying this is a 
healthy vitamin or health prod- 
uct,” said Tim Calkins, a market- 
ing professor at Kellogg School 
of Management at Northwestern 
University. “They’re just trying to 
move away from the negative asso- 
ciations.”

Cuba’s Economic 
Reform Laid Out 


Internal document 
details new tax code, 
private cooperatives 

Havana 

An internal Communist Party 
document envisions a radically 
revamped Cuban economy, with a 
new tax code, freshly legalized pri- 
vate cooperatives and a state payroll 
no longer shackled by the need to 
support at least a half-million idle 
or unproductive workers. 

The document — obtained 
Tuesday by The Associated Press 
— also offers a cold dose of reality 
for those who think reforming one 
of the last bastions of Soviet-style 
communism will be easy: It warns 
that many of the new businesses 
will be shuttered within a year. 

The 26-page document fleshes 
out some of the details of sweep- 
ing layoffs of 500,000 workers by 
March 2011 that Cuba announced 
Monday in the most dramatic 


reform instituted since President 
Raul Castro took over from his ail- 
ing brother, Fidel, in 2008. 

Workers at the ministries of 
sugar, tourism and agriculture will 
be let go first — and some layoffs 
at those entities already began in 
July, it said. The last in line for cut- 
backs include the Civil Aviation sec- 
tor and the Ministry of Social Ser- 
vices — the very agency charged 
with overseeing the layoffs. 

No government sector appears 
to go untouched, with cuts slated 
for Cuba’s vaunted athletics pro- 
gram — long favored under sports- 
crazy Fidel Castro since the early 
days of his 1959 revolution — and 
even its Health and Education 
Ministries. 

Taken together, the plan rep- 
resents the largest shift to private 
enterprise since the early 1990s, 
when the collapse of the Soviet 
Union forced cash-strapped Cuba 
to legalize the U.S. dollar and allow 
people to open private restaurants 
and small vegetable stands, (ap) 
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They won’t be able 
to start for months, 

but Chile’s 33 trapped miners have more than 1,000 
job offers, including some tailor-made to their expe- 
rience, like escape-tunnel driller and "risk reduction" 
specialist.

Gray campaign says 
inoperable machines, 
late openings to blame 

Washington 

On a day marked by light voter 
turnout at many Maryland and D.C. 
polling sites, some D.C. primary 
voters shunned new touch-screen 
machines for old-fashioned paper 
ballots amid reports of computer 
glitches that delayed poll openings 
in some precincts. 

In the District, voting was com- 
plicated at several precincts by 
a series of problems. Many vot- 
ers who arrived before polls offi- 
cially opened at 7 a.m. had to wait 
for technicians to figure out why 
some of the new voting machines 
weren’t ready. 

The extent of the problem was 
disputed. The campaign of D.C. 


Council Chairman Vincent C. Gray, 
who challenged Mayor Adrian M. 
Fenty in the Democratic primary, 
said it had identified 15 precincts 
with various issues, including late 
openings, inoperable machines and 
unsecured ballots. “To have those 
types of irregularities is uncon- 
scionable,” said Gray spokeswom- 
an Traci Hughes. 

Outside Backus Middle School 
in Northeast Washington, Gray 
cited reports of some early voters’ 
being turned away because of faulty 
equipment. “There’s no excuse for 
this,” he said. 

But Rokey W. Suleman II, exec- 
utive director of the Board of Elec- 


tions and Ethics, said he knew of 
only two precincts, 105 and 82, 
that had opened late. He said some 
mishaps are inevitable when new 
technology is debuted. 

“Look at any jurisdiction across 
the country that has implement- 
ed new voting equipment, and you 
will see problems like we are expe- 
riencing today,” he said. 

“Overall, the problems have 
been small,” he added. “We’ve 
had some machine issues. These 
are the hiccups I said would 
occur. The majority of the city 
seems to be running smoothly.”

A Bittersweet Reunion 


Freed US. hiker embraces her mother with thoughts on remaining prisoners 


Tehran, Iran 

Just a few hours after being released 
from a cell in Tehran’s Evin Prison, 
American Sarah Shourd stepped 
off a private jet in Oman and into 
the arms of her mother. It was 
their first embrace since a brief 
visit in May overseen by Iranian 
authorities — and Shourd’s first 
day of freedom in more than 13 
months. 

Shourd smiled broadly as they 
strolled arm in arm through the 
heat of the late summer night along 
the Gulf of Oman. Her whirlwind 
exit from Iran on Tuesday came 
after an apparent diplomatic deal 
to cover a $500,000 bail and secure 
a release that seemed in jeopardy 
from the start. 

Shourd was met by her moth- 
er and U.S. diplomats at a royal 
airfield in the capital of Oman, 
which U.S. officials say played a 
critical role in organizing the bail 
payment and assuring it did not 
violate American economic sanc- 
tions on Iran. 

“I’m grateful, and I’m very hum- 
bled by this moment,” she said 
before boarding the plane in Teh- 
ran for the flight to Oman. 

The departure of the 32-year- 
old Shourd brought little change 
for two other Americans — her 
fiance, Shane Bauer, and Josh Fat- 
tal — who remained behind bars 
while authorities moved toward 
possible trials on spy charges that 
could bring up to 10 years in pris- 
on if they are convicted. 

The three were detained along 
the Iraq border in July 2009. Their 
families say they were innocent 
hikers in the scenic mountains of 
Iraq’s Kurdish region and if they 
did stray across the border into 
Iran, they did so unwittingly. 

“All of our families are relieved 
and overjoyed that Sarah has at 
last been released, but we’re also

heartbroken that Shane and Josh 
are still being denied their freedom 
for no just cause. ... They deserve 
to come home, too,” said a state- 
ment by the three families. 

Iran, however, has shown no 
hints of clemency for the two 
28-year-old men. Indictments on 
espionage-related charges have 
been filed, and Tehran’s chief prose- 
cutor has suggested the cases could 
soon move into the courts, with 
Shourd tried in absentia. 

Any other scenario could bring 
more unwanted attention to the 
growing rivalries inside Iran’s 
Islamic leadership. 

Even the gesture to release 
Shourd on health grounds — first 
raised as an act of Islamic benevo- 
lence last week by Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinej ad — turned 


into a spectacle of high-level polit- 
ical bullying and sniping over who 
controlled her fate and the overall 
wisdom of letting her go. 

Upon arrival in Oman, Shourd 
also thanked the sultan for his help 
and said she would turn her efforts 
to trying to win the release of her 
companions. 

Shourd’s mother, Nora, said 
she has hoped and prayed for this 
moment for 410 days. 

“Sarah has had a long and 
difficult detainment, and I am 
going to make sure that she now 
gets the care and attention she 
needs and the time and space 
to recover,” she said. “I can only 
imagine how bittersweet her 
freedom must be for her, leav- 
ing Shane and Josh behind.”

Who Paid the Bail? 

A U.S. official said neither the 
U.S. government nor the families 
of the hikers put up the $500,000 
bail needed for Sarah Shourd’s re- 
lease, but could not say who else 
might have paid it. All signs pointed 
to Oman, both a close Western and 
Iranian ally that wraps around the 
southeast corner of the Arabian 
peninsula. 

Oman is seen as an important 
diplomatic bridge with Tehran be- 
cause the two nations share close 
bonds as guardians of the Strait of 
Hormuz at the mouth of the Gulf, the 
seaway for an estimated 40 percent 
of the world’s oil. Another U.S. of- 
ficial, speaking on condition of ano- 
nymity, said Omani negotiators had 
played a critical, behind-the-scenes 
role, working with Iran’s judiciary 
and Swiss diplomats who handle 
U.S. affairs in Iran. Oman was key in 
coordinating the bail payment, the 
officialsaid— suggesting some kind 
of channel to avoid violating Ameri- 
can sanctions on Iran. 

In a statement, Oman’s govern- 
ment said it “welcomes" Shourd’s 
release and hoped “other positive 
steps will follow in the course of the 
Iranian-American relations." 

More telling. President Obama 
and Secretary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton both thanked Oman for 
its assistance in the international 
crisis. (AP)

“I think you put women report- 
ers in the locker room in position 
to see guys walking around naked, 
and you sit in the locker room 
with 53 guys, and all of the sud- 
den you see a nice woman in the 
locker room. I think men are going 
to tend to turn and look and want 
to say something to that woman,” 
Portis said in his weekly appear- 
ance on 106.7 The Fan. 

Portis said he wasn’t aware of 
what went on with Sainz, but he 
offered his opinion on what he con- 
sidered to be a female reporter’s per- 
spective. “I know you’re doing a job, 
but at the same time, the same way 
I’m going to cut my eye if I see some- 
body worth talking to. I’m sure they 
do the same thing.”

College Football 

At times, it’s hard to hear James 
Madison coach Mickey Matthews 
over the clanging of plates and sil- 
verware during his weekly Mon- 
day afternoon media luncheon at 
Ham’s Restaurant. The athletic 
department began holding these 
sessions back in 2007 as a way for 
fans to ask questions and interact 
with Matthews after a game. 

On Monday, though, less than 48 
hours removed from arguably the 
biggest victory in program history, 
the scene at Ham’s was anything but 
normal.

40,000 nestled within the hills of the 
Shenandoah VaUey, 130 miles south- 
west of Washington. Though the 
Dukes won a division I-AA nation- 
al championship in 2004, Saturday’s 
21-16 upset of Virginia Tech, just the 
second time a division I-AA program 
had defeated a ranked I-A opponent, 
perhaps was more meaningful. 


Senior QB Drew Dudzik said a 
crowd of more than 500 greeted the 
Dukes when they returned to cam- 
pus Saturday night. Some of those 
fans then broke into Bridgeforth 
Stadium, James Madison’s home 
field, to celebrate some more. 

Matthews said he could bare- 
ly get his car out of the parking lot 
to drive home, equating the par- 
ties that took place on campus to 
Christmas morning.

An Enlivened Legend 


Rocker Robert Plant

Album Review 

In the mid-1960s5 before he met 
Jimmy Page and formed the 
New Yardbirds, which eventual- 
ly rechristened itself Led Zeppe- 
lin, Robert Plant spent a brief ten- 
ure in a group called the Band of 
Joy. It went through various lineup 
changes from 1965 through 1967, 
but the most notable was the one 
that paired Plant with future Zep 
drummer John Bonham. 

It’s a footnote in Page’s career, 
yet more than 40 years later. Plant 
has revived the Band of Joy moni- 
ker for a 2010 tour, and for his lat-

est solo album. He hasn’t, however, 
revived the band’s sound. Rather 
than turning out blues-rock and 
soul from the 1960s, Plant contin- 
ues to dabble in the retooled Amer- 
icana that worked so well for him 
on his last album, 2007’s “Rais- 
ing Sand.” That Grammy-winning 
effort paired him with violinist Ali- 
son Krauss of the bluegrass-pop 
outfit Union Station. 

Krauss is, sadly, absent on “Band 
of Joy,” but Plant has corralled an 
impressive roster of guest musicians 
and collaborators, including Buddy 
Miller, ace guitarist Darrell Scott

The album picks 
up around where “Rising Sand” left 
off but sounds more expansive in its 
view of Americana. 

Plant seizes on Southern folk, 
Appalachian balladry, rockabilly, 
country and even contemporary indie 
rock. He covers Los Lobos, Richard 
Thompson, Townes Van Zandt, R&B 
singer Barbara Lynn and Low. This 
diversity is the album’s whole point, 
and “Band of Joy” manages to sound 
cohesive in its disarray: The apoca- 
lyptic drone of Low’s “Silver Rider” 
complements the country song 
“Satan, Your Kingdom Must Come 
Down,” here rendered as a spidery 
acoustic haunt. 

What enlivens the album even 
when the music threatens to con- 
geal is Plant’s inimitable voice, 
which has aged gracefully. Despite 
the title, the album is not a return, 
but a continuation of a new and 
unlikely chapter in a legendary 
career.

Album Review 

Even with the pull that should come 
with being the drummer for Seat- 
tle folk band Fleet Foxes, J. Qosh) 
Tillman still flies way below the 
radar with his solo work. His new- 
est, “Singing Ax,” will come out on 
wax and download only on Austin 
indie label Western Vinyl. And it’s a 
shame this fantastic album won’t be 
more widely heard: Tillman’s voice 
is captivating, and his slow-paced, 
minimally accompanied songs cre- 
ate a sultry, chilling air. 

The disc features exquisite 
recording by legendary engi- 
neer Steve Albini, whose delicate 
touch shows: The album sounds 
as though Tillman is playing by 


candlelight. “Singing Ax” at times 
recalls Iron & Wine’s early work, 
but with an even barer sound. 
Tillman also has a bolder voice 
than Sam Beam; the guitar accom- 
paniment to “One Task” is so faint 
at times that Tillman sounds like 
he’s singing a cappella, an effect 


that’s totally hypnotizing. The 
song moves slowly, and while the 
lyrics do tell a story, it’s sometimes 
hard to follow with so much space 
between words and phrases. Still, 
he captures the entire weight of his 
narrative as his voice cracks and 
fades to a whisper on the moving 


line, “I had to drag a horse to the 
field with my father’s gun.” 

It’s not an easy task being so 
exposed. But even at its an unhur- 
ried pace, “Ax” creates a momen- 
tum. The six-and-a-half-minute 
album opener, “Three Sisters,” uses 
Tillman’s sparse guitar and the slow 
heartbeat of a drum machine to con- 
jure a trancelike atmosphere. 

It may read like bleak despair, 
but Tillman’s minimal folk is far 
from hopeless. He creates an expan- 
sive atmosphere with his music, 
and the fact that he’s able to con- 
jure so much emotion with so little 
instrumentation is a testament to 
the power of his songwriting — and 
his vivid voice.

Escape to the Cape 


Post-Labor Day, Mass, 
is a bicycling haven for 
riders seeking sparse 
crowds and paved paths 

Excursions 

Cycling Cape Cod in the summer 
is like experiencing an ice cream 
cone: You’ll wait in line surround- 
ed by kids and end up sticky. But 
bike riding the Cape in the fall? 
That’s more like a cranberry cock- 
tail: slightly sophisticated, cool 
and colorful. 

Just as both refreshments are 
special treats, so is cycling along 
one of the paved, car-free paths. 
Here are some of the options. 

Cape Cod Rail Trail 

This flat, 22-mile trail runs through 
oak trees, evergreens and marsh 
between Wellfleet and Dennis. It 
passes through Eastham, Orleans 
and Harwich, where a bike rotary 
connects a seven-and-a-half-mile 
spur to Chatham. The Nickerson 
State park bike network connects 
to the rail trail and offers another 
eight miles of hilly cycling around 
ponds, lakes and bogs.

Shining Sea Bikeway 

This flat path runs 10.7 miles along 
the coast from Falmouth to Woods 
Hole, through salt marsh, cranber- 
ry bogs, ponds and woods — and 
along the seashore. 


Province Lands Trail 

This roller-coaster trail snakes for 
seven and a half miles through the 
dunes, wetlands and beaches of the 
Cape Cod National Seashore near 
Provincetown. 

Canal Bikeway 

This flat, concrete path runs about 
seven and a half miles between the 
Bourne and Sagamore bridges, 
offering great views of the canal’s 
boat traffic. 

Take advantage after Labor 
Day, when the visitors leave, the 
temperatures cool and the Cape 
takes on a quieter, more relaxed 
flavor. 

“The weather is gorgeous, the 
crowds are done, the birds are still 
interesting, and the ocean is right 
there. It’s beautiful,” said Wendy 
Fox of Boston, who spends many 
weekends in the fall cycling the 
Cape. “And as the weather cools 
down, bicycling is a lot easier.” 

With little to worry about in 
terms of where to cycle, visitors 
should focus on planning other 
parts of their trip. Many shops and 
restaurants scale back their hours 
come September, so it’s a good idea

For some women, shoes and purses 
inspire spending sprees. But Alli- 
son Barnett found herself blow- 
ing bucks on bubbles. “IVe been 
obsessed with sparkling water for 
five years,” says Barnett, 27, who 
writes for the blog Endlesssimmer. 
com and is a grad student at How- 
ard University. “I was buying so 
much, I had to budget for it.” 

But now that she’s started mak- 
ing her own bubbly H20, she’s got- 
ten control of her liquid assets. 
About a year ago, she bought the 
SodaStream Pure (see right), which 
uses tap water, reusable plastic bot- 
tles and a refillable C02 cartridge 


to carbonate water. “It just made 
sense,” says Barnett, who makes 
about six bottles of her fizzy fix a 
day. “It’s convenient; I wake up in 
the morning and can immediate- 
ly have sparkling water.” 

Many other people are whipping 
up carbonated concoctions at home, 
too, in part because they want to 
live an eco-friendly lifestyle — aka 
dumping fewer Poland Spring left- 
overs into the recycler. 

To do that, fizz whizzes make 
a small up-front investment in 
sparkling water and soda gadgets, 
and net a big savings in the long 
run: DIY bubbly water runs about 


25 cents a bottle, as opposed to 
80 cents or more at Safeway and 
Whole Foods. Dispensers cost about 
$70 to $250. 

Hill’s Kitchen (713 D St. SE; 
202-543-1997) started carrying 
SodaStream, one of the carbonat- 
ing devices, in March. Shop owner 
Leah Daniels says it’s been a big 
seller. “If you’re a soda-water drink- 
er, it does save lots of money. People 
like not having to lug things in the 
city. If you’re renting a Zipcar to go 
buy water, what a waste.” 


Waste was one reason Alice 
Weiss and Steven Badt got their 
SodaStream. The Columbia Heights 
couple went through about 12 bot- 
tles of seltzer a week, and all those 
empties in the recycling bin were 


not pretty. “You can really see the 
impact,” says Weiss, 41, a deputy 
director at the National Academy 
for State Health Policy. 

Making your own beverages 
also provides control over what you 
sip, from carbonation levels to the 
amount of sugar or flavoring added. 
For some people, a splash of juice 
or slice of fruit works. Others mix 


their own versions of Pepsi or Sprite 
with SodaStream syrups. 

If you really want to impress 
pals, create a cocktail with home- 
made seltzer. For those just inter- 
ested in playing bartender, Daniels 


recommends the Soda Siphon from 
iSi, which is smaller, cheaper and 
better suited for less frequent use 
than the SodaStream. And you’ll 
save cash mixing mojitos or G&Ts. 
“A drink that would cost $15 at a 
bar is not going to cost one tenth of 
that at home using a Soda Siphon,” 
says Rick Agresta, president and 
CEO of iSi North America. 

Once you’ve mastered the pro- 
cess, don’t be surprised if you find 
yourself showing off your skills 
any chance you get. “Every time 
a friend visits, I say, ‘Can I make 
you a spritzer?’ and pull it out like 
an infomercial,” says SodaStream 
owner Badt, 42, director of kitch- 
en operations at Miriam’s Kitchen. 
“And most of my friends then go 
out and get it for themselves. It’s 
like a cult.” beth luberecki
